Elijah’s Cup and the Open Door 


From Mr. JOSEPH PORTON 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsa Curontcie 

sin,.—The Talmud always emphasised the great importance of 
custom and precedent, making them o! almost equal weight with 
Biblical it janctions, and therefore consider of paramount 
necessity to remember this in dealing wrth some usages B°2°30, 
especially with one in the “TO, 

As an explanstion of the Seder night procedure of filling 
an extra cup for the. prophet Elijah and opening the door 
for the recitation of © Pour out thy wrath,” etc., the Shu/chan Aruoh 
offers several suggestions. First, it suys that this reminds us that 
the Passover isa B°VO7 > b> a watchful night, and that hence there 
is non ed for lock and key (as the abolition of reciting the pr«ver 
hefore vetiring to bed further testifies). Also in the event of Elijah 
appearing to redeem us from exile, the door is left open to euubile 
us to meet him without any delay. 

A more feasible and modern suggestion is meade by Rabbi W. 
Reich, that the opening of the door on Passover Eve was originally 
perforin d before the meal, in accordance with the Eastern custom 
and the lLonourable invitation contained in NTS Let all 
those who'are hungry enter and eat thereof; and all necessitous 
come and celebrate the Passover .» bh But on finding out that 
themselves of this bearty Invitation, 
Jews were compelled, in later times, to postpone the offer of 
hospitality till after the meal. But what about the simultaneous 
filling up of Elijah’s cup, followed by a strong condemnation of 
Israels Opprescors ¢ Hiow can these strange actions be reconciled ? 

l am thereiore of the opinion that a more satisfactory and 
logical explanation can be reached by the assertion that the custom 
of opening the door on ‘YT night is to be traced to medieval times, 
the middle of the thirteenth century, when the infamous blood 
accusation against our people was initiated, and this libel was 
connected with the Passover Festival. lu order to convince the 
intruders of the falseness of the charge, we opened the door for 
them to “step inside and Jook round,” simulteneously protesting 
against the false accusation and feivently praying for punishment 
of our traducers, and also offering a cup of wine to the prophet 
Elijah to give us good tidings, salvation and consolation.

was one of the most faithful benchmen 
in England of the late Dr. Theodor 
Herzl, to whom he was Private Secretary. 
Heb came a Zionist 1892, and be it was 
who introduced Dr. Herzl ta English 
Jewry in 1896. 

Born in London in August, 1872, Mr. 
de Haas was educated at the Stepney 
Jewish Schools. From his early days he 
took an interest in journalism and con- 
tributed to variousdaily papers. In 1886 
he became Editor of the Jewisn WORLD, 
a position he be!d until 1900, and he was 
foreign correspondent to a number of Mr. J. DE HAAs 
journals and magazines.

Distribution of World Jewry 


The Jew Sows and the Gentile Reaps 


LECTURE AT JEWISH HIGHER EDUCATION CENTRE 


Toe final lectuse of the session in the series which has been 
given under the uuspices of the Jewish Hizher Education Centre 
was on” World Jewry at Present,” and was delivered by Professor 
Selig Brodetsky on Sunday evening in the Rose Heriz Hall of 
Woburn House, W.C. Mr. Nithan Morri- presided. 

Dr. Brodetsky, after denling with the ge graphical distribution 
of the Jewish people, discussed their political distribution, grouping 
tiem in four maim sections, according as to whether their situ .tion 
was (i! satisfactory and likely to remain so: (2) satisfactory at 
present but likely to change forthe worse (5) definitely unsati- fac 
tory, and (4) so bed that it could not be expec ed to fall much lower. 
In two couutries, however, this analysis did not apply: Russia and 
Palestine. 

Dr. Brodetsky acknowledged his indebtedness for some of his 
conclusions to a boox by Professor Goldetman, of Prague. A most 
in eresting fact which emerged from a siudy of the economic life 
of Jews in a nuinber of countries such as Germany, Cz chostovakia, 
Poland, Rumania was, he said. that as the industrial system of the 
countries advanced the percentage of Jews engaged in that system 
grew A characteristic feature of the Jéwish econo nic 
position in all countries bad been the way that Jews bad to fiud 
gaps into which to fit themselves in the economic sy-tem belonging 
to the majority among whom they lived. They deve onved particular 
industries; and then, when anti-Semitism arose-—and it arose 
generally for ecovomic. reasous- they were asked to go. and make 
room for non Jews 


In Palestine, however, there was a Jewish population of some 
Ai per cenut., whereas in oth r countries Jews were a tiny minority, 
in Valestine Jews bad built up econoniic system, whereas in 
other countries they had had to fit themselves into existing cconomt

Action in the Furniture Trade 


A CALL TO MEN OF GOODWILL 


“Conduct Reflecting on the Name of the Community © 


Registration of communal charities was a main topic of discussion 
at last Sunday’s meeting of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, at 
Woburn House, presided over by the President, Mr. Nevitve J. LAskt, 
K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese). The discussion arose on a paragraph 
ia the report of the Law and Parliamentary Comittee, which had 
deliberated on the report from the Special Sub-Commuttee set up to 
consider the registration of charities. 

The President made the following statement on the past month : 


“There is no doubt that the outstanding feature dunng the 
last month has been the attempt by the Bntish Umon of Fascists 
to attain representation on the L.C.C. Not one of their eandidates 
was returned in any of the three constituencies in which they put 
up. Whilst, however, it is gratifying that the good sense of the 
British publie has been proof against the’ propaganda of a party 
which had nothing more concrete to offer than Jew-baiting and 
hatred, it must also not be forgotten that this party obtained, 
as a result of intense concentration and activity, the vote of 7,000 
British electors. For this reason, we cannot consider our task ot 
education and self-defence at an end, and must go on doing our 
work, both by givmg the British publie the true facts concermng 
Jews, and by seeing to it that by the mght use of our influence 
ona minonty of our Community, we may avert criticism reflecting 
on the Community as a whole. . 

“You have already been informed of the continued progress 
of the work of the Publeations Sub-Committee, which is exerting 
a good influence outside the Community by means of the informa- 
tion it @ves contraverting the allegations made by the Blackshurts. 
You will be interested to know that the circulation of this material 
is now world-wide. 

“ T hope at the next meeting of the Board to be able to report 
that the London Area Committee, which has been created for. th 
oversight of meetings, is functioning. 


I am continuing to address 
public nicetings, not, only of the Community, but also outside, and 

I venture to hope that as far as the Community ts concerned, my 

efforts are meeting with suceess .n reminding my co-religionists 

of the constant need for unified action.” 

Mr. Laski remindéd the Deputies that the next meeting of the 
Board would be the last of the present session, and he announced that 
at that meeting the report of the Commuttee of Inquiry mito the 
functions and purposes of the Joint Foreign Committee would probably 
b>» debated. 

Mr. A. 8. Diamonpd (West London), the Chairman, moved the 
report of the Law and Parliamentary Conmmuttee. 

The Committee, stated the report, had considered the report. from the 
Special Sub-Committee, set up to consider whether the Board should under- 
take a system of registration of charities. The Committee recommended the 
adoption of the report with a slicht ameridment. ‘Suabject to approval, the 
Committee proposes to consider further how best. to carry into effect the 


proposals made in the report, and to report its further recommendations to 
the Roard.

Registration—Not Co-ordination—of Charities 


Deahng with the paragraph on the registration of charities, Mr. 
Diamond made it clear that it was not a scheme for co-ordination ot 
ehanties. It might be, he added, that at some future time the Board 
might desire to consider that matter, and if so, a proper system. oi 
registration ol charities nueht he ceonstielered to bea useful step 
that direction. At the moment, however, the Board was considering 
a scheme under which communal charities whose finances were properly 
conducted and audited would be able to apply to this registering bod, 
for permission to put on their paper the statement that.“ this charity 
is registered under such-and-such a body.” | 

If, went on Mr. Diamond, they approved this scheme, it) would 
the n be PeCOSSaLy hor machinery to be set up to Carry these principles 
into practice, and it might be that members of the Board, on reading 
the points in the document, would think of quite a number of principles 
which night be useful but which were not set out. It was not necessar 
tor this document to be a detailed TM’, an it seemed to him quit 
likely that when this body had functioned for a little time, it would 
have obtained suflicient expenence to enable it to beeome very minuel: 
more detailed in its praetice and perhaps to require further éonditions 
to be complied with before it allowed a particular charity to. be 
registered. 

Speaking on trade matters, Mr. Diamond said, as regards the 
furniture trade, it was hoped to form a Committee of influential furniture 
manufacturers with a view to trying to improve the conditions existing 
im the trade and to deal with conduct refiecting on the name of the 
Community. So far these attempts had not been successful, but he hoped 
they would be in the future. Mr. Diamond appealed to men of goodwill 
in that trade to give them all the assistance they could. — | 

Nothing, he urged, was going to be done unless everybody was 
willing to help. The Committee was also continuing its efforts to cure 
the ‘' rotten '' conditions existing in the Jewish wine and spirit trade. 


' In the discussion which followed, Mr. A. E. Diamonp (Clapton) 
stressed the fact that the Registration Body must not be autocratic in 
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accommodation to Jews hy 
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its conduct. He suggested a table of rules and regulations by which 
every institution which applied tor registration should be governed, 
No person of influence should be in a position to favour one institution 
more than another. 

Mr. A. ScuitpKkraur (Mile End and Bow District) spoke of the 
large amount of overlapping that existed, and urged that the Registra- 
tion Body should refuse to register some of those smaller organisations 
that were not necessary. 

Mr. Lewis Paitiirs (Western) also referred to overlapping, and 
said the time was mpe for a scheme to be adopted not only for tho 
registration of charities, but also for co-ordination, in order that over- 
lapping might, to a large degree, be minitnsed., 

Mr. Joseru Meuier, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), said it 
was very satisfactory indeed to find such a measure of support for the 
principle of the scheme. With regard to the details, a great deal mor 
thought would have to be given before a complete scheme could be 
presented for consideration and adoption. | He suggested that any 
member of the Board who had a suggestion to make should send 
it to this ad hoc Committee, which had been considering the problem. 
It was necessary that the support and eo-operation of all the leaders 
of the institutions in the Community should be obtained. Money would 
be needed to work such a registration bureau. This was a rea!) 
and earnest attempt “to separate the sheep from the goats,” because 
there were any number of superfluous collecting bodtes in the Com- 
munity, and the Community was sick of applications from all and 
sundry. 

Mr. H. A. Narnax, (Manchester, Great), agreed that ai! 
Jewish charities ought to come under one body and be registered fo 
the good of the Conunumity and of the charity. 

‘The PRESIDENT made it clear that it was not intended thiuat thy:

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FRAU HARAND’S FIGHT AGAINST RACE-HATRED 


The Story of a Great Struggle 
DISPERSING THE POISON OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


Speaking in vivid, fervent language, Frau Harand, the leader «{ 
the “ Harand Movement against Race Hatred and Human Misery,’ 
gave a dramatic outline of the lustory of her organisation and the 
difficulties with which it had to contend at a meeting at Friends 
House, Euston Road, last Monday. 

Frau Harand described how, in 1930, alarmed at the emergence «©: 
the German Nazi Party and their success in securing the election 6)

work of stemming the tide of race-hatred. Speaking at that carly 
date at a meeting in Vienna, she prophesied: “I feel this is tly 
beginning of a disease in Central Europe, and we must work against if. 
The evil idea of hate will come to power.” Her audience, however. 
was highly sceptical; and so, dunng the years 1930-33, Frau Haran! 
worked alone. 

It was the publication, in 1933, of a pamphlet bearing a swastik: 
and a pair of seales and msenbed, “ Justice or Hatred?” 60,000 copies 
of which were delivered painstakingly from door ‘to door, whicl 
brought reeognition to her lone fight and secured her the adherence o: 
some seventy non-Jews. A great meeting, attended by 1,000 peopl 
followed, and the seventy supporters swelled to 700, In September . 
1933. the organ of the Movement, GerecuticKkeir (* Justice”), wa 
heing sold on the streets by young enthusiasts. The organisatic 
still, however, had no name, no President and no ollicers. The nan» 
came later, during the campaign in 1935, when it was realised that th

A World-Wide Movement

LaGuardia and the Nasis 
Dr. Luther's Protest 


German Press Campaign of Abuse 


The LiGuardia incilent entered a further stage last week with 
a verhal protest to Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of-State, by Dr. 
Luther, the German Ambassador to the United States, against the 
epithet “not satisfaktionsfahig” (not worthy to give satisfaction on 
a field of honour’, applied by Mr. LaGuardia to Hitler in his Madison 
Square speech. A continuation of such insults, Dr. Luther warued, 
would result io strained relations between the two Governments. 

Mr, Hull, in a two-edged reply, declared that be was personally 
hopeful. that all those who'were participating in the present con. 
trovetsy which had been marked by bitter vituperative remarks in 
the United States and in Germany would reach the conclusion that 
it would be in-the best interests of both countries for them to find 
new subjects to discuss. He also insisted once more that the 
(;overnment had no control over statements made by American 
citizeus, and declared that nothing could profitably be added to what 
he had already said on the subject. 

The unbridled langiage used in the German press in its attacks 
on Mr..LaGuardia was printed prominently on the front pages of 
\merican newspapers. It is evident, declares the DAILY TELEGRAIH, 


that the torrent of abuse is having the worst possible effect on rela- 


tiors between the two countries. A reference by the LOKALANZEIGER 
to the audience addressed by the Mayor as ° the scum of a big city 
was reproduced in headlines, and the German correspondent in New 
York who sent this message was last week besieged by American 
reporters who wanted to know what he meant by it. 

The NACHTAUSGALBE greeted Mr. LaGuardia’s new. reference to 
Hitler with an accusation that those Senators and Congressmen 
who had seut messages of sympathy to the Madison Square meeting 
had “presumably received. in advance appropriate cheques from 
Jewish bankers in recompense for their pains.’ Dr. Frank Boho, 
son-in-law of Mr, Roper, the United States Secretary of Commerce, 
and others who addressed the meeting were described as persons 
“who live on the funds of Jewish bankers -and allow themselves to 
be paid for the agitation against Germany.” 

The SCHWARZE. horrs (the organ of the 8.5), devotea over a 
page to a virulent article .accompanied by illustrations grossly 
caricaturing. American institutions. ‘Lhe article represents the 
l'nited States as a country characterised exclusively by corruption, 
gangsterism, snobbery, immorality and gross materialism. 

ALADDERADATSCH, the well-known satirical weekly, devoted its 
eover page to a cartoon showing the Statue of Liborty surmounted 
hy a toad, with the head of Mr. LaGuardia, emitting filth. 

Describing the Nazis asa’ gang of Fascist ruflians, gangsters 
Mr. J. T. Bernard, Farm-Labour member from 
Minnesota, endorsed Mr. LaGuardia’s description of Hitler during 
the Neutrality Debate in Congress last week, aud went on to criticise 
Mr, Hull for sending an apology to Germany.

Endeks’ Terror Campaign Continues 


Brutal anti-Jewish assaults are again reported from a nuniber 
of centres throughout the country. In Pryztyk,a 30-year-old Jewish 
trader named Sinai Den, who was wounded by an Endek hooligan 
last week, died later in hospital. The murderer was arrested. 
Another of his victims, Jacob Eisenberg, aged 65, is in hospital with 
severe injuries. 

In Lemberg, violent anti-Jewish attacks attended an attempt 
by EKndek students to stage a “ Jew-free"’ day, and many Jews were 
beaten. In Vilna and Jaroslaw (East Galicia) similar attacks 
oecurred, 

A Jewish delegation from the township of Sokolow-Podlaski* 
headed by the: President of the local Community, has arrived in 
Warsaw inorder-to submit to the Jewish Members of the Sejmoa 
detailed memorandum on the intolerable situation of the Jewish 
population, which for the last two weeks has been living in a state 
bordering on panic owing to the terrorist activities of the Endeks., 
Although the local Chief of Police promised the Jews that he would 
increase police reinforcements, the Endek hooligans issued a state. 
ment that they would carry on witb the disturbances til] after 
Passover. 
| The delegation reported that anti-Jewish excesses occur daily, 
Non-Jewish customers are dragged out of Jewish shops and non- 
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Jews are even prevented from speaking to Jews in the streets. The 
Endeks are said to be encouraging schoolboys to take part in the 
campaign. Recently, Endeks stoned a Jewish funeral procession 
and assaulted the mourners.

ANNUAL MEETING 


Miss Hannah Cohen's Masterly Address 
A YEAR'S ACHIEVEMENT REVIEWED 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was. held 
on Monday at the offices, 127, Middlesex Street, Bishopsgate, E. Miss 
Hannan F. Conen, O.B.E., the President, was in the Char. 

The Chairman said that in the past few days the Board had lost 
two very old and gencrous supporters in the death of Mr. Henry 
Van den Bergh and Mr. Frank D. Benjamin. 

Thirty-two members were elected to serve on the Board for thie 
ensuing twelve months, 

Mr. M. M. Keyser, 0.B.E., the Hon. Secretary, presented the 
report for the year ending December 31st, 1936, which was circulated 
and in the hands of those present. He said that he wished to call 
attention to the fact that they had spent an additional amount on 
clothing. The Board would be very grateful if those who were 
interested mm its work would, when turnmmg out ther cupboards tor 
spring cleaning, send’ some clothes to the Board im order to relieve 
that expenditure as far as possible. What they needed most was men's 
and boy's clothing. 

Miss Counen then delivered her Fresidentaal. address. «She said : 

Somewhere or other, G, K. Chesterton urges us to seo familiar 
tlungs as though they were strange. I would invite you so to regard 
the work of the Board. The big, vnportant, staggefing fact 1s that 
durmg 1936 we dealt in our Rehet Departments with 3,000 cases, 
coroprising over 10,000 people, at a cost of £36,000. If we set these 
figures beside the comparable ones im 1913, we find then. 3,000 cases 
mvolving 13,000 persons at a cost of something over £23,000—in other 
words, the munber of cases has gone up by one-sixth, the mumber ot 
mdividuals concerned has actually dimiunushed, a result, no doubt, ot 
the smaller fannhes of ‘to-day, and the cost has gone up by over 
o0 per cent, 

What is the reason for this increase? Apart from: the change in 
the value of money, there is the fact that unemployment is still 
enormously greater than-1t was before the War. Secondly, standards 
of have msen all round and the social conscience to-day demands 
a sumilar improvement in the standard of life even of the unfortunate ; 
especially does it demand that children shall have il tolerable enviror- 
ment and a far chance of success in life. Thirdly, perhaps as a result 
of the greater chance otf outside assistance, famnules contmbute less 
than they did to the support of their poorer members ; 
there are fewer members in a family to contribute. Fourthly, there 1s 
the increase 1p the average duration of life. Out of 500 enses recorded 
im our allowance departinent, one-half are old persons; in 1913, the 
number was only one-third. In other words, the number of fanuly cases 
im the department has been more or less constant: itis the number ot 
old people who account for the cluef increase, and that although there 
were no Old Age Pensions in 1913. And the fifth faetor 1s the diminish- 
ing proportion of foreigners. An Englishman will starve on what would 
keep a foreigner in comparative conort.

Increase in Preventive Work 

A more encouraging reason for the rising expenditure is that there 
has been a marked increase m the preventive as well as in the remedial 
part of our work, 

May I here remind you that the housing effort of the Board 
to-day has been the foundation of the Lincoln Street’ Housing 
Company, which has erected some thirty-six working-class flats to the 
untold benefit of the tenants, and with a satisfactory return to the 
shareholde rs. There prospect ot our securing 
building site, rendered possible by the generosity of an anonymous 
benefactor. 

To return to the Health Department of the Board. Whereas 
expenditure on the segregation and care of consumptives has happily 
diminished, we have vastly increased expenditure on constructive 
health measures. We spent nearly £1,000 in co-operation with the 
Invalid Children’s Aid Association; we spent over £1,000 on clothing, 
over £400 on milk, £300 on the purchase of instruments and artificial 
teeth, the latter an expenditure both direct. and indirect through the 
increased power of mastication of the beneficiaries ! : 


The Convalescent Homes 

In addition, we have to make good every year from the Boanl’s 
resources the deficit of running the four convalescent hémes under 
our charge. These Homes, as you know, are separately endawed, but 
mainly owimg to the decreased yield of investments and the increased 
price of commodities, they can no longer make both ends meet. Last 
year, some 3,000 cases appled for convalescence, and some 2.000 
received treatment. Each case involves for the staff of the Board an 
elaborate process of investigation and assessment of after-care and of 
record ; the Homes are managed on the most ‘economical lines. with 
eompetitive tenders for purchases and a careful system of estimates 
and accounting; the entire administration is earfied out at a mere 
neminal charge to the institutions concerned. 

Two new spheres of activity recently undertaken involve like- 
wise increased expenditure. One is the Boys’ Welfare Committee 
to which I shall return presently, the other is the responsibility under- 
taken by the Board for the German refugees of British birth. “We }iad 
thought that this charge would soon be coming to an end, but far 
from it.. The number of cases is increasing, and expenditun 
proportion; it has now reached the alarming figure of ne 
a month. 

The recently resuscitated Boarding-Out Committee issues its first 
report; but I must remind you that apart from the eases therein 
described, the Board is responsible for some 180 fatherless children 
bearded out in the ast possible wav, that is, with their own inothers,

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These children constitute one of our heaviest charges; they are 
supported, supervised and eventually started in life, 

The Ladies’ Committee is responsible for “the Workroom,” the 
Board’s one trading department, and I need hardly tell you that 1 
trades at « loss. It gives useful employment and some addition to 
their income to a class of the population economically weak—the elder], 
woman. 

It would be unfair to deduce from the dwindling figures of tho 
Visiting Committee that people are less ready to engage in socia! 
work: but greater efficiency is demanded, and the work of visiting is 
highly technical: it often has to be done at a moment's notice, and jt 
falls more and more on the paid staff. There is, however, a class o} 
voluntary work for which we require fresh recruits, and for which), 
speaking generally, traimng is not so important as common sense and 
sympathy, and that is the work of Visiting Guardians for apprentices

Murder and Banditry in Palestine 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore's Statement

Hunbolevable in western peopic. They are living in a ghetto, not becau« 
they are obliged to do so by law, not because the soil is not fertile enough 
to nourish the population’ properly, but only because the level of thei: 
culture is such that their life is quite impossible in our days, It condemns 
iuos of them to live the life of beggars.” 

They had clothes collections, soup kitchens and milk stations, she 
continued, and while such help was. necessary to prevent starvation, it 
would never be able to change the conditions of life. There was only ous 
solution for this problem, and that was the education of the youth.

Trade Unions’ Tribute to Jewish Hospital 
Forty-E.ght-Hour Week for Nurses 


[From our Correspondent} 


Widespread interest and admiration has been aroused by ‘the 
recent decision of the Board of Management of the Jewish Hospital to 
eut down the hours of work for their nurses, and to enlarge their 
staff in spite of the heavy financial burdens which the Hospital already 
has to carry. This nurses’ charter has been welcomed, not only by the 
medical and nursing professions, but by wider sections of the working 
public. 

The Manchester and Salford Trades’ Council, which represents 
ever 100.000 workers organised in 250 Trade Union branches, passed 
the following resolution, unanimously, at its monthly meeting last 
week, on the motion of its Executive Conunittee : 

“This Council places on record its appreciation of the proposal by the 
Board of Manavement of the Manchester Victoria Memorial Jewish Hosp.tal. to 
establish a forty-cight-hour week for the nurses in their employ. In con- 
wratulating them, this Council hopes that the splendid lead given by the 
above Board will be an example to, and will be followed by, other hospitals 
in this necessary reform.” 

There is no doubt that the Jewish Hospital, catering as it does 
lor patients from Manchester, Salford and many surrounding Lanca- 
shire towns, is one of the most valuable bulwarks of local Jewish- 
Chrostian friendship. Mr. H. Rowlands, Vice-President of the 
Manchester Trades Council, in moving the above resolution, said that 
the mew measure was virtually a revolution so far as the voluntary 
hospitals were concerned, 

Mr. J. Porter (National Unton of Distributive and Allied Workers), 
who seconded, said that the Board's dectston was an nnportact step 
lorward. and a remarkable tmbute to the Jewish Community. They 


heard, from time to all kinds of ertticism of their dewish com-

The London Federation of Jewish Kelict Organisations, which is 
couducting the Polish Child Relief Canuipaign, has roceived urgent calls 
from Poland for the continuation of the feeding of the 64.000 c. iluren now

BOXING 


University Honour for Jewish Boxer 


The proud distinction of being chosen captain of the Leeds University 
boxing team has been bestowed upon a Jewish student of the dental 
section, Mr. Morris Benard (writes a correspondent). Not since 1934, has 
Leeds won the ‘* Christie Cup ”’ for boxing, but this year they hold jo nt 
leadership with Liverpool. Mr. Benard told me that before going to the 
*Varsity he was at the City of Leeds School, where he was vice-captain of 
the gvinnastic team, and gained colours for swimming and gymnastics, 
in addition to being appointed captain of his house. In the scholastic 
sphere, in 1935, he won a State scholarship, a Senior City scholarship and 
u dental scholarship, all at the City of Leeds School. 

Benard s rise to prorainence im boxing makes mteresting reading. 
As a youngster, he first put on the gloves at the Judean Club, but forgot 
all about it til sparring in the gymnasium with a few members during a 
midsummer vacation. Ted Goldberg, well known at the University as a 
supporter of the boxing team, saw Benard and persuaded him to take up 
boxing. His first fight was ih a Leeds University elimination bout; he 
won this by a knockout in the second round, but, as Mike Sunderland 
(the team trainer) said afterwards, he was badly im need of training. 
Then followed some intensive practice untal he was fighting fit. When 
Liverpool visited Leeds, Benard won his bout by a knockout in the first 
round. Last year, a fractured thumb in training put an end to his 
competing in the Northern University and Christie championships. 
Although this is only hig second venr at the University, Benard has 
ulready made a big unpression.,

In the Northern Universities chatnpionships this year, he won hus first 
fight by a knockout and seemed set for taking the crutser-weight title 
mn the evening finals when a recurrence of his old thumb mjury prevented 
lum appearing. The injury recovered in time for him to participate in 
the ** Christie Cup *’ at Liverpool some weeks ago, where he knocked out 
H. Murphy m the second round of the final. The powerful punch which 
he packs away ts reflected in the fact that he has won all his fights by the 
knockout route. One newspaper critic, watching him at Liverpool, 
wrote: ““ In the cruiser bout with H. Murphy, Benard carned a punch: 
that. was too much for Murphy to counter, and he was cdown im both 
the first and second rounds before being knocked out.’’ 

Mr. Benard told me that his proudest claim is to have captained one of 
the most successful University teams ior some years, in spite of the tearn 
having been dogged by ill-luck.. The team would almost certainly have 
won the Lord Derby trophy this year (for the best team aggrecate im 
Northern Universities championships) had not the team been reduced by 
iiness and imjury from eight to five the night before the final. Mike 
Sunderland told me that he regarded Benard as a most promising boxe: 
*’ He has a solid punch and can box,”

The twenty-seventh annual ordinaty general meeting of Provincial 
Cinematograph Theatres, Lid., was held on March 23rd in London. 

Mr. Mark Ostrer (Chairman and Managing Director) said thal the net 
profit had increased by £9,557 and now exceeded half-a-million pounds, 
which he felt sure would be regarded as satisfactory. The amount outstanding 
under the heading of mortgages was £930,300, which was less than last year by 
£10,000, that being due to the payment off of a morteage upon the disposal 
of a property. The total mortgage liabilily with interest accrued to January 
Sist, 19237, less tax, was £936,832. Amounts due to subsidiary companies at 
{£270,851 showed an increase of £68,480, which represented normal fluctuation 
on current accounts and additional advances on loan accounts. Sundry 
creditors appeared at £326,247, which was an increase of £108,737. That 
increase was mainly accounted for by amounts owing on capital expenditure 
account im respect of the new theatres at Bromley, Camden Town and 
Finchley. The bank overdraft showed a decrease of £76,903 at £125,186. 
The depreciation reserve account, with the addition of £97,000 appropriated 
from the profits for the year under review, now stood at £995,585, an increase 
of £33,442 as compared with last year. In addition to the sinking fund reserve 
there had been set aside a sum of £75,000 to the General Reserve, an imcrease 
of £5,000 over the amount appropriated last year, This reserve now appeared 
aut £675,000, 


INCREASED NET PROFIT 

The net profit for the vear, including income trom investments and 
fransfer fees, amounted to £503,925, an increase of £9,557 as compared with 
the previous year. With the amount brought foward from last vear of £122,925, 
there was a total available of £626,849. Deducting from this figure the 
Amounts appropriated to reserve for income tax, depreciation reserve, deben- 
ture stock, sinking fund and general reserve, and the dividends on the prefer- 
-enee and preferred ordinary shares, there remained £199,366, out of which 
the Directors recommended a dividend on the ordinary shares at the usual 
rate of 15 per cent., leaving £124,566 to be carried forward, an increase of 
£1,443 over the amount brought in. 

The new theatre at Chippenhan: (the Gaumont) was opened on November 
l4th, 1936. The erection of a new theatre at Salisbury was proceeding, and 
the reconstruction of the existing theatre at Trowbridece was commenced 
recently. Both these theatres would, be opened towards the end of the year. 

Ife felt justified in reminding shareholders that the Company had paid a 
dividend of 15 per cent. on the ordinary shares for ten consecutive . years, 
which surely was. conclusive evidence of the Company's stability. No 
additional permanent capital had. been raised since the issue of the debenture 
stock In 1929. Subsequent to that date, very substantial sums had been 
placed to general and depreciation reserves, out of which a large number of 
modern theatres had been erected or acquired. ? 

The building of redundant theatres unfortunately still continued, but the 
conservative policy they had pursued for many years should enable them to 
meet this increased competition. Their theatres had alwavs been maintamed 
in @ first-class condition, and they were in a better state of repair than the 
majority of theatres in this country. The Company was one of the oldest in 
the business. Their long experience had enabled them to create an efficient 
organisation for the management of their theatres, and they were in a posit'on 
to book the best films on advantageous terms. With the continued prosperity 
of the country, he was looking forward with confidence to the results for the 
current year being as satisfactory as those now submitted,

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A Seder Problem 


By AUNTIE 

NCE more I have to, wish you all a 
happy Passover. May the Festival ot 
Freedom. herald real freedom for 
those of our people who still languish 
in the lands of bondage! Most of you, at any 
rate, will have received instruction concerning 
the meaning and symbolism of the celebration 
which begins to-day, and so I propose to devote 
the few words I have to say to vou to a prob- 
len raised by a passage in the Seder Service, 


“To 


The passage I have in nund is that relating 
to the four types of son—the wise son, the 
wicked son, the simple son and the son unable 
to ask questions, Tt is with the first two that 
[ am concerned. The wicked sen savs: “What 
means this Service to vout” And the Hag- 
qadah Says he is to be condermned because he 
says “to you” and not “to us.” He excludes 
himself from the general body of Israel. But 
if you look at the saying attnbuted to the wise 
son, you will find that he also says “to vou.” 
He says: “What are the testinomes, and the 
statutes and.the judgments, as to which the 
Lord our God has given conmnand to you?” 
Yet he rs praised. Whatis the explanation’? 

Two VERSES 

We may find thé solution if we examine cure- 
fully the two Seriptural verses from which are 
quoted the sayings of the two sons. That of 
the wicked son is taken from Exodus xii, 26, 
ami the following verse concludes with the 
words: “And the people bowed the head and 
prostrated themselves.” Surely thev would 
not have bowed im gratitude for having wicked 
children! The saving of the wise son is taken 
fron Deuteronomy vi, 20: “When thy son 
asketh thee in time to come. ...” 


A Hore 


No, the Israelites did not bow their heads in 
worship when they heard the saying of wicked 
ehildren. They were fully aware that in Egypt 
their children had been neglected. The parents 
were kept at forced labour with little time to 
attend to ther home life. Indeed, the very 
“affliction” to which they were subjected is 
interpreted by Jewish tradition as unplying 


that the sanctities of the domestic hearth were - 


violated. The children grew up with an evil 
example of idolatry and corruption all around 


them. But Moses gave them hope for the 
future. By his sage instruction in the wilder- 


ness, the canker left by the Egyptian bondage 
was removed, The wicked sons were turned 
into wise sons, and the scornful utterance of 
the days of the Exodus becomes in Deutero- 
nomy the thoughtful inquiry. It was because 
they foresaw that the children of the future. 
hiving undéF Mosaic legislation and exchanging 
the yoke of Egypt for the bond of the Torah, 
would be converted into wise progeny that the 
people “bawed ‘the head and prostrated them- 
selves.” This was the real redemption, a 
realization of which filled the hearts of the 
people with gratitude, 

FULFILMEN? 

The stram-of thought running through the 
whole Seder Service is that the lessons of the 
past are to be taken to heart for the present. 
The “strong hand and outstretched arm” 
which saved our forefathers from Egyptian 
tyranny are still potent, and ithe wicked sons 
who scorn and scoff at Jewish observances may 
stall be changed into wise sons anxious for 
instruction. Judaism will not die, for when the 
pessimists proclaim that the hand of death lies 
upon our ancient faith, there will always be the 
more hopeful among us who, catching the 
eternal optimism of the Seder Service, will
